The court of ap- 
peals ousted Mayor Lackey and City 
Commissioners George C. Wallace, T. 
N. Hazellp and C. L. VanMeter. hold 
ing they were elected fraudulently 
The governor la expected within the 
next day or two to announce officially 
the appointment or the commissioners. 

When the action of the governor was 
learned John K. Hendrick. chief coun- 
sel for the plaintiffs in the ouster suit, 
said the governor had no legal author- 
ity to make the appointments, such 
power resting with City Commissioner 
L. A. Washington, who was not affect- 
ed by the litigation. Attorney Hen- 
dricks has been searching law books 
ever since the officials were ousted 
and he said the law was plain that 
Commissioner Washington, the only 
remaining official, was vested with the 
appointive power. He said no men- 
tion of the governor was made by the 
statute, therefore he clearly was in 
error in making the appointments.

procession was a stream of moving 
banners which flowed between the pa 
trlotlc decoratiou of the building* and 
the waving flags of th* spectators.

Frankfort, hv So great was the 
flood of applicants for enlistment In 
the Kentucky National Guard which 
appeared at the headquarters of the 
various units that medical examiners 
were forced to work well Into the 
night. Many men were turned away 
and asked to return later. All present 
members of the Kentucky Brigade will 
be examined and unfit men weeded out 
before the regiments move to a mobil- 
isation camp at Earllngton. Among 
the applicants for enlistment appear- 
ing at the headquarters of the three 
regiments were many former members 
of the United States army. A tele- 
gram was received by Governor Stan 
ley from Captain Redd, of the House 
of Reform at Greendale. stating that 
175 inmates of that institution desire 
to volunteer for field service. Major 
C. W. Longmlre, of this city, said he 
had received a message from Captain 
William S. Taylor, of Somerset, that 
72 men desired to enlist. Major Long 
mire directed Captain Taylor to enlist 
bis company up to 150, which is full 
war strength. The reported resigna- 
tion of Nelson J. Edwards, Lieutenant 
Colonel, of Covington, has not been 
received at tbe military department. 

Brigadier General Roger D. Wil- 
liams, commanding tbe Kentucky Bri- 
gade, telegraphed General Hugh Scott 
that tbe Kentucky National Guard Is 
ready for service. The present 
strength is about 2,200. He does not 
believe the brigade will be ordered to 
the front until its strength has been 
recruited up to 4,000 or more. 



Revenue* Given Increase... 

State revenues from railroad fran- 
chises were increased $43,365.36 
by the final decrees of Judge Coch- 
ran, of the United States District 
Court, in tbe suits of tbe Louisville & 
Nasbville, Chesapeake & Ohio, and Il- 
linois Central. Action was deferred 
in the suits of the Cincinnati, New Or- 
leans & Texas Pacific, whose attorneys 
were not preseut, at a hearing before 
Judge Cochran here. Final decrees 
were to be entered in the 1912 and 
1913 franchise suits as soon as the in- 
creased amounts are paid. It is un- 
derstood the 1914 and 1915 cases will 
follow these two, though the Louis- 
ville & Nashville has made no agree- 
ment to that effect and was given time 
to brief objection to being made to pay 
on more than $16,000,000 for 1915. 

The railroads will be given injunc- 
tions restraining tbe state officers 
from collecting taxes on the balance 
of the franchise assessments for the 
years named and will appeal. The Il- 
linois Central before final decree Is en- 
tered will be required to pay taxes on 
$1,347,212 more for 1912 and $2,161,007 
for 1913; the Louisville ft Nashville 
will be required to pay on $$.909,292 
more 1913 and the Chesapeake ft Ohio 
on $$.255,561. 

Court of Appeals Affirms. 

Tbe Court of Appeals affirmed the 
Jefferson Circuit Court in the case of 
tbe Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Co. against the Greenbrier Distillery 
Co. The State Railroad Commission 
held that the rates charged by tbe rail- 
road company on shipment of goods 
from Louisville, Newport and Coving- 
ton to the distillery plant was too high 
and lowered the rate. The railroad 
company continued to charge the rate* 
notwithstanding the order of the Rail- 
road Commission and the distillery 
company made claim for the over- 
charges. In this action the Greenbrier 
Distillery Co. was Joined by a large 
number of other distillery companies 
on the Due of the Loulavilie and Nash 
ville Railroad Co.

Mileage Beth Ways. 

The court of appeals, affirming the 
Franklin circuit court in the test suit 
of State Auditor R L. Greene against 
Sheriffs J. B. 'Jones, of Pulaski coun- 
ty, and Thomas Logan, of Hopkins 
county, held in an opinion by Commis- 
sioner Clay that sheriffs are entitled 
to 10 cents mileage both ways for con- 
veying convicts to prison. 

Three criminal cases were affirmed 
by the court of appeals and one was 
reversed. W. T. Johnston, convicted 
In Fulton county of aiding and abet- 
ting his nephew, Lonnie Johnston, al- 
leged to have shot and killed Chester 
Stowe last January at W. T. John- 
ston's home, secured a reversal be- 
cause the trial court charged the Jury 
as to the offense of manslaughter, 
when the evidence pointed either to 
deliberate homicide or lnnocenoe. 
Martin Knight, convicted in Muhlen- 
berg as a "possum hunter," must serve 
a term of one to three years. He was 
a member of the band which visited 
the home of W. H. Chumley the night 
of July 6. 1914. Luclan Cornett, of 
Perry county, convicted of having liq- 
uor in his possession for the purpose 
of sale, was fined $100 and sentenced 
to forty days in Jail. The court pf ap- 
peals In an opinion by Chief Justice 
Miller, affirmed the verdict.

Prominent citizens of Fayette coun- 
ty, including both city and county offi- 
cials, were in Frankfort to pay their 
respects to Acting Gov. Combs. All of 
them came as private citizens, but re- 
turned aB colonels, the acting, chief 
executive commissioning them aldes- 
de camps on his staff with the rank of 
colonel.

State Examiner Reports. 

In a report on the inspection of 
Grant county offices, State Inspector 
and Examiner Nat B. Sewell took oc- 
casion to severely criticize County 
Judge T. Simmons, who is serving his 
third term and submitted one copy of 
his report to Attorney General M. M. 
Logan with a recommendation that It 
be called to the attention of the Com- 
monwealth's Attorney. Mr. Sewell 
said the office records are so incom- 
plete that a thorough report on tbe 
condition is impossible, but from an 
incomplete record of replevin bonds 
he holds Judge Simmons liable to the 
Commonwealth for $73.31, which

New Trial for Shrout. 

John Shrout, convicted in the Nich- 
olas Culrcult Court for the murder of 
his brother, Jesse Shrout, and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for not less 
than sixteen years, was giveu a new 
trial by the court. Reversal was had 
on the grounds that the verdict was 
palpably against the evidence and ap- 
pears to have been the result of pas- 
sion and prejudice, and that the court 
erred in giving instruction qualifying 
the right of the defendant to rely 
the pleas of self-defense.

Decidedly Unwise for Owner to Un- 
dertske to Gain Nacesaary Knowl- 
edge by Experimenting With 
Hie Own Machine. 

(Prepared by th«> United 8tat*s Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
The authors of Farmers' Bulletin 
719, "An Economic Study of tbe Farm 
Tractor In tbe Corn Belt," point out 
that In reports from nearly 200 own- 
ers of tractors In Illinois difficulty in 
operation was mentioned as the prin- 
cipal disadvantage of the tractor. In 
discussing this fact, especially in its 
bearlns on the reliability of the trac- 
tor, the writers say: 

"In view of the fact that difficulty 
In operation Is mentioned by tractor 
owners as the principal disadvantage 
| of tho tractor, it seams pertinent to 
state that while any man of ordinary 
ability can operate and care for a gas 
tractor very satisfactorily after a little 
study and experience, it Is decidedly 
unwise for him to undertake to gain 
the necessary experience by experi- 
menting with his own machine. In 
most cases he can obtain the experi- 
ence more cheaply elsewhere. Ex- 
perience In running stationary engines 
or automobiles, while of some value, 
is not enough; the mere starting of 
the motor, changing of gears, and 
stopping are simple matters, and any 
farmer can quickly learn to do these, 
but the Important thing is the ability 
to detect trouble tbe mlnuto is be- 
gins to develop, and to be able to 
remedy It promptly Instead of allow- 
ing It to run along until an expensive 
deliy results. 

"A great many owners report that 
It 's oxtremely difficult to get hired 
help capable of operating a tractor 
satisfactorily. Where a tractor is to 
be operated by hired help It is very 
Important for the owner to understand 
the proper care of tbe outfit In order 
to see that It Is not abused. 

' The fact that a tractor does de 
mand a certain amount of knowledge 
on the part of the operator can scarce- 
ly be considered a disadvantage. Inas- 
much as the necessary training can be 
obtained easily and at a very nominal 
expense. It Is to be regretted that so 
many men will Ignore the opportun- 
ities for equipping theGiselves for tbe 
proper operation of a tractor before 
attempting to run one. 

"That It pays to spend a few days 
in gaining experience under a com- 
petent Instructor la sttested by a great 
many tractor users. That It is un- 
wise to attempt to run a tractor with- 
out such preparation has also been 
demonstrated many times. One farm- 
er writes: 

" '1 had no experience with the trac- 
tor when I started and would have 
made five hundred dollara during the 
season, Jf i bad had the same experi- 
ence when 1 started in the spring as I 
bad in the fall when 1 quit.' 

"Many others could truthfully make 
similar statements. 

"With the increasing use of tractors, 
as well as of automobiles and station- 
ary engines, farmers are rapidly be- 
coming familiar with tbe care and op- 
eration of gas englnos. At tbe same 
time tractors are being Improved and 
simplified, so that difficulties In opera- 
tion are growing less each year. One 
generation of well-trained and compe- 
tent operators will disseminate in- 
formation so that future generations 
will acquire knowledge on the subject 
as unconsciously, yet as thoroughly, 
as the average son acquires hla knowl- 
edge of horses. 

"Tbe mistake should not be made of 
assuming that any boy can operate a 
tractor in an efficient manner; it is a 
job which only a proficient operator 
can handle properly.

RUTTY SPOTS IN A ROADBED 

Uncontrolled Water Is Cause of Many 
Bad Ro^ds— Drainage Is Recom- 
mended as Remedy. 

We have been quite interested lately 
In traveling over roads in central Iowa 
at a time when we did not expect 
them to bo at all good, to find that 
where they were dragged tho going 
was quite good; and where not 
dragged, quite rough. Hut even where 
good, there were spots in the roadbed 
that were rutty. Now, what is the 
cause of these ruts every mile or two 
of good, fairly well dragged roads? 
Nothing but water uncontrolled. These 
are seepy places. Filling up the ruts 
by dragging does not prevent the trou- 
ble. The drug does not reach the root

of the matter. Tbe fact Is that Just 
abovo these seepy places where the 
ruts are, there Is a vein of hard clay 
coming out, which the water cannot 
readily penetrate. Hence it comes out 
under the roadbed, Just as a slough 
comes out on the side of a hill. 

The remody for this is tile drainage, 
and the drain should not be located 
In the seepy place, but above It, so as 
to intercept the waler that makes the 
seep. Just on the sumo principle that 
in draining a slough with many 
branclies and prongs, the work is done 
best by tiling around tho prongs and 
into tho slough below at tho lowest of 
them. Instead of in the middle of it. 
For whenever water gets Into a slough, 
the damage Is douo. The point is to 
keep it from getting in. 

A little attention to this, together 
with dragging the road after every 
rain, will give us fairly good roads- 
dirt roads without any hard surfacing 
—for nlno or ten months in tho year. 
Of course, when these seepy places 
are drained, they must have a ditch 
Into which the water can run. 

Permit us to repeat once more a 
Statement we have BBta making ever 
since we made our first address on 
good roads. 30 years ago: that wa- 
ter uncontrolled is the cause of bad 
roads; that there are two kinds ot 
water, so to speak; the under water 
and the upper water. The under water 
Is that which comes in under the road- 
bed; and the upper-water what comes 
on It from above or flows In from the 
sides. The way to get rid of the first 
la through drainage; particularly In 
these seepy places. The way to con- 
trol the second is by grading and then 
dragging, to put an enamel on the sur- 
face of the road — Wallace'a 1 



CAPPER DISCOVERS MUD TAX 



Farmer Loses on Wheat Crop Because 
Roada Are Soft and He Can- 
not Get to Market. 

While taxation problems are so gen 
orally In the air comes Governor Cap- 
per of Kansas and deposes thst ba 
has discovered a new tax, "mud tax." 
"There Is an average mud tax of six 
cents on every bushel of wheat grown 
In Kansas," says tbe governor, "and 
tba farmer has to stand that loss. It 
costs bim about $900 a year because 
the roads are soft and because be can- 
not get to market when tbe price la 
highest."

Then, too, the arrnge- 
ments made for their conveyance to 
the scene of operations was woefully 
inefficient, no provision being made in 
many cases to supply food, thus caus- 
ing many to desert and many others to 
faint for want of food. The equipment 
of our Hildiers has been another dis- 
grace to the nation. Our men were 
sent to the border with old fashioned 
miithine guns, calculated to do as 
much damage to the operator as to the 
. nemy, and were clothed in wool to 
march and tight in a temperature that 
averages about 100 in the shade. And 
all of this was done at a frightfully 
heavy cost to the state and nation.

It appears that there are some land- 
owners in Powell county who are so 
short sighted that they are demanding 
of the county full damages for the 
land that will be required to build a 
pike through their property.

These same men who 
demand damages would be sore as a 
boil should the Commission decide to 
go three or four miles from thier farm 
in prder to save the county from pay-

HOT BREADS. 



London, June 21. — Extensive nerial 
activities are rei>orted in Monday's 
accounts of Ogbtlim nlong the western 
front. 

One German aeroplane was brought 
down Inside of British lines, near 
Doullens. the occupants being made 
prisoners. Two British lighting uero- 
plaues encountered two Fokkers In 
the vicinity of Lens. One hostile 
machine was driven down damaged; 
the other, shot down, crashed to earth 
from 4,000 feet. In other ulr fights 
two more German machines were 
driven down in a damuged condition 
and another was brought down near 
Wlngles. 

Hostile reconnolssunces which 
crossed British lines In force were 
attacked and dispersed by aeroplanes. 
One of the British pilots reports see- 
ing two hostile machines hit by anti- 
aircraft fire. 

As the result of the air combats 
two British machines were brought 
down in the enemy's lines. 

Paris, June 21.— The official com- 
munication Issued by the war office 
reads : 

"Between the Avre and the Olse 
two enemy detachments, after a 
spirited bombardment, attempted to 
approach our lines; they were re- 
pulsed by grenades. 

"On the left bunk of the Meuse 
the artillery action was intermittent. 
On the right bauk there was a violent 
bombardment north of the Thluu- 
uiont fortified work and In the sec- 
tors of Vuux, Chupltre and Souvllle. 

"An enemy air squadron 
numerous projectiles on a 
south of Verdun, where a camp of 
German prisoners was located. Sev- 
eral of these prisoners were killed or 
wounded. 

Berlin, June 21.— The following 
statement on military operations was 
issued by Genual" army headquurters : 

"Western front— South of the Belgo- 
Freuch frontier, as far as the Somme. 
nghilng continues. 

"Explosion of a German mine on 
1~ Fllle Mort height In Uie Argonue 
gave good results. 

"In the Meuse region (Verdun front, 
the firing Increased appreciably to- 
ward evening and during the night 
It attained great Intensity on Dead 
Man hill and to toe west of the bill, 
as well as In the sector of Uie front 
from Thluuiuout wood to Fort Vuux. 

"As previously reported during the 
night of the 17th an enemy attack 
at Thlaumout wood was repulsed. 

"Several attempts' at night attucks 
by the enemy In Fumln wood were 
completely repulsed by band grenade 
engagements. 

"One BrIUsh biplane fell near Dens 
and another nofth of Arras after 
aerial battles. Two of Uie occupants 
were killed. 

"One French machine was shot 
down weet of the Argonue. A Ger- 
man air squadron attacked the rail- 
way and military factory establish- 
ments at Baccarat and Raon 1'Etape."

The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of

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GIRLS NEED PHYSICAL DRILL 
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Sanding Over Deaka Often Haa a 
Tendency to Cauee Curvature * 
of the Spine. 

One who observes girls in graduat- 
ing classes in different high schools 
can hardly fail to be impressed with 
their lack of good physical develop- 
ment, says the Mother's Magazine. 
It is safe to say that at least one- 
third of the girls graduated from 
high school have curvatures of the 
spine, or uneven shoulders, or stand 
in a bad position, or have too much 
flesh or too little. Investigations 
made recently in California showed 
that about three-fourths of the girls 
who go to college and university are 
out of repair physically. 

What is the cause of all this? The 
prevailing theory is that high-heeled 
shoea, constriction in drees and lack 
of any systematic exercise are respon- 
sible; but the chief reason why girls 
are so poorly formed is because prac- 
tically no attention has been given 
to their physical development until 
very recently. In some schools girls 1 
still do not have any regular physi- 
cal exercise. They are not advised 
by capable teachers regarding their 
defects and how to overcome them. 
The California report indicated that 
many defects were due to habitual 
bending over desks, which develops 
of the spine, which in turn 
deformities. But con- 
ditions are probably better today 
than they were a few years ago. A 
girl's dress seems better adapted to 
helpful physical development than it 
wss ten years ago. Perhaps this will 
in time be demonstrated in the better
